Deaths by violence in Palestine 
mounted to 22 in three days with 
the shooting of a Jewish curfew 
violator in Tel Aviv today as the 
British army, maintained martial 
law over a third of the Holy Land's 
700,000 Jews.

British officials

that 
Isaac Poll, 30-year-old Jewish ex- 
serviceman, was shot and killed 
while bicycling In Tel Aviv when 
he failed to heed a soldier's order 


' to halt.Four-Year-old Shot. 


His death was the second trace- 
able to control measures Imposed 
to flcilitate a hunt for Jewish un- 
derground fighters. Kettl Shalom, 
four-year-old Jewess, died In a hos- 
pital yesterday. Officials said she 
was hit in the back of the head 
and her mother was wounded In 
the leg by bullets fired at Kelt's 
father, leaving the house In viola- 
tion of a curfew.

more than 250,000 Jews In Jerusa- 
lem's oldest and biggest Jewish dis- 
trict, the Mea Shearim section, 
and In a northern

The house today balked at final 
passage of the 
so-called 
"open 


shop" bill while the senate finally 
Passed and sent to the governor 
legislation setting up a system of 
higher education for negroes. 


The House beat down 
several 


amendments to the bill by Rep. 
Marshall O. Bell of San Antonio 
Under which no person would be 
denied employment 
because 
of 


membership or non-membership in 
a union. 


Then it voted 73 to 63 to shut off 
debate, and 98 to 49 in favor of 
passing the bill on second reading. 


New Bid Falls. 


Bell then moved to set aside the 


rule which requires that a bill be 
•ead on three separate days be- 
ore It obtains final passage, and 
'ailed to obtain 
suspension by a 


90 to 46 vote. This would have re- 
quired a four-fifths vote. 
Rep. Roger Q. Evans of Denison 


:old the house 
the 
bill 
would 
'abolish collective bargaining." He 
said the bill was unconstitutional. 


Rep. Joe M. Kiigore of McAIlen, 


speaking for the bill, said It "simp- 
ly prohibits an 
employer 
from 


signing a contract which says a 
man has to be a union member." 
Favorable Situation Seen. 


The house action In refusing fi- 


nal passage leaves the measure In 
a favorable position for considera- 
tion later this week. 


The house then voted to take 


up, out of its regular order of busi- 
ness, a bill by Rep. George O. Nokes 
of Corslcana, which he advocated 
is a conciliation measure deslgnned 
to bring peace between labor and 
management. 


The house continued in session 


while the senate adjourned until 
tomorrow. 
Negro Schools Voted.

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FIRST BAPTIST PASTOR DEFENDS 
YOUTH, BLAMES ADULT WORLD IN 
WAVE OF JUVENILE DELINQUENCY

"What's Right With Our Youth 
Today" was the subject of The Rev. 
Jraed. I. Cartlldge, pastor of the 
First Baptist church Sunday morn.- 
Ing to inaugurate the eight-day re- 
vival meeting of that congregation. 


Dr. H. D. Dollahlte, Port Ar- 
thur, assumed the preaching Sun- 
day evening. Tommy Dlxon, Bay- 
lor University, is In charge of the 
singing. A choir of youne people 
Is being conducted this week. Miss 
Taylor is organist for the revival. 


In the beginning of his sermon, 


the 
pastor 
referred 
to 
recent 


events that have emphasized what 
is wrong with the youth, with 
the attendant suggestions for a 
remedy from various quarters. 


He spoke of the world that the 


youth in question had nothing to 
do with creating and asked what 
kind 
of 
city, 
community 
and 


world the youngsters 
meet. 
He 


termed America as lawless, al- 
though the greatest and strongest 
nation in the world. He spoke of 
the state and federal legislative 
branches turning out laws every 
day. 


More of Everything 


"America has more laws, znoro 
gold and more crime than any na- 
tion," the minister asserted, and 
then further explained the great 
natural 
resources found In thla 


nation—In which no man need to 
go hungry—yet hungry people are 
stealing to eat. 


In his discussion of the kind of 


world In which the youth finds 
itself, the Rev. Mr. Cartlldge spoke 
of the scientific side where many 
comforts are provided, yet which 
has been prostituted 
for 
selfish 


gains and now like a monster 
burns to destroy those who created 
It (atomic bomb) and the world Is 
fearful of science. 


Dealing with 
the 
materialistic 


side of the world, the minister 
charged that man had come to the 
point where he values his machines 
more than man and his welfare. 


Too Much Hate 


"Hate Is on every hand—races 


hate others—the product of war," 
the pastor explained, and then he 
asked the question how can youth 
be held responsible too much In 
a world in the midst of sin, short- 
comings and failures 
of 
adults. 


The Rev. Mr. Cartlldge said that 
the youth "stacks up prety well," 
and added 
that 
"basically 
the 


young people are honest and sin- 
cere in their dealings, and make 
great progress." 


In support of his assertion that 


young people lead In great move- 
ments, he cited the rise of Mar- 
tin Luther at the age of 38 years 
In his reformation when he defied 
the Pope of Rome—John Wesley, 
less than 30, his brother, Charles 
Wesley, 23, and Whltfield, 20, greot 
leaders that led the masses to God. 
The minister said that of the 120 
Pilgrim Fathers that sailed to Am- 
erica In order that they might 
worship God according to tho dic- 
tates of their conscience, thera 
were 39 under 20, and only nine 
over 40 In the group. 


Youth Movement 


"Christianity is ever primarily a 


youth movement," 
the 
minister 


emphasized as he referred to the 
young disciples and apostles. The 
Disciple John was termed a teen- 
age follower of 
Christ, and 
he

PASSED FOR CALLING 
APRIL CITY ELECTION 


FAILURE OF CANDIDATES 
TO FILE BY SATURDAY 
IS ALSO UNDER STUDY 


City officials 
were 
confronted 


Monday with a twist In 
election 


procedure that Indicated officials 
had erred In not calling the city 
balloting 30 clays prior to April 1, 
and If avowed candidates had erred 
in not officially filing for vacant 
posts prior to last Saturday. 


Mayor John C. Calhoun asked 


City Attorney Doyle Pevehouse for 
a written opinion on whether the 
election should have been ordered 
by last Saturday, and whether last 
Saturday was the deadline date 
for filing. 
Pevehouse said he was preparing 


tho opinion Monday and would have 
it ready for the commission at its 
meeting at 2 p. m. Tuesday. 
City Ordinance Cited. 


Officials were working under the 


presumption that the city ordinance 
setting deadline dates still applied 
insofar as the April 1 balloting was 
concerned. 
"Nobody has told us otherwise," 


Mayor Calhoun said. 
Tho 
ordinance 
provided thai 


March 24 was the last day for can- 
didates to file, with absentee vot- 
ing starting on March 26. 


The election muddle was brought 


out In the open by views of some 
that the deadline for filing was 
midnight Saturday, and that the 
same date was the final one on 
which the commission could order 
:he city election. 
March 1 Deadline? 


Other Texas cities, particularly 


Wichita Falls and Dallas adopted 
the March 1 deadline, following the 
general election laws which 
vide a 30-day span between ca 
of and actual date of^an election, 
It was saldr that It has been held 


that local ordinances do not take 
precedence over the state election 
laws, and that municlpilaties must 
conform. 
The sudden appearance of the

A deduction is the amount of 
money for personal or business ex- 
penses you can deduct from your 
total Income before It Is taxable. 


You can deduct many expenses. 
Some kinds of Income, being tax- 
exempt, don't have to be reported 
at all. 


The aice of the deductions will 
decide for many people the kind 
of tax return they use. 


Long Form Explained 
If your Income was $5,000 
or 


over, you have no ohoice 
about 


forms. You muat file on the 1040 
long-form. When yon use the long- 
form: 


I.You can take the standard $500 
deduction allowed everyone, with- 
out itemizing or 
accounting for 
any of it. Just take $500, provided 
your income was $5,000 or over. 
2. Or, If your dedeuctlona were 
actually more than $500, you can 
claim them In full but, in that 
case, you must itemize every pen- 
ny.

It t 
can be used two ways: An a short i 
form or as a long form. The main 
difference is: 
On the short form 
you don't 


figure your tax it'« already figured 
for you In a tax table on the back. 
You must figure it on the long- 
form. 


No Deductions Allowed 


When you use the ihort form 
you don't list any deductions for 
things like medical expenses, char- 
itable contributions, and so on. 
You don't have to. Everyone us- 
\nK the short form automatically 
Is allowed about a 10 per cent de- 
duction. That's taken care of in 
the tax table. 
If your deductions actually were 
more than 10 percent of income, 
don't use the short form. You'll 
lose money. Use the long form. 


With the long form you must 
Itemize your deductible expenses 
but you can't deduct for all of 
them.Combined Keturn Possible 


Husband and wives with com- 


bined income under $5,000 can file 
•eparately or jointly on the short 
form. 
' If their combined income is t'o,- 
000 or more, but Individually less, 
they can file separately 
on 
the 
short form or Jointly on the long 
form. 
Don't skip around the short form. 
Start at the top, answering the 
questions as you do down.
